amples of alchemy, astrology, as- 
tronomy, oracles, auguries, super- 
stitions, folk lore, magic, drems, 
witchcraft, miracles, and theosoph- 
ism."Alchemy demands not only prao. 
tice .but system and requires botn 
the practical and 
theoretical ele- 


ments to make . it mysterious and 
yet forcible. Astrology is the oc- 
cult study of astronomy and _ exem- 
plifies a personal interest in hu- 
man faith," said Prof. Jastrow,. 


"Oracles and auguries grow into 


an elaborate system 
and present 


day superstitions 
represent . only 


older sypes of thinking which was 
characteristic of post notorious cus- 
toms and habits. To control fate 
ar.d 
to understand the constitution 


of things motivated many occult 
practices of past fame. 


"Often the masses of the people 


were loft in ignorance for the ad- 
vantage of 
unscrupulous 
leaders 


who ruled them with the club of 
magic and 
deliberately 
withheld 


scientific explanation. 


"Medicine men and priests were 


once masters of secret lore and de- 
veloped the mystic arts of blscfc or 
evil'and white or good magic. Per- 
haps religion and 
medicine have 


been the greatest sources of super- 
stitious theories. 
The former an- 


alogy that medicine to be effective 
must be of the most drastic com- 
position is shown in the scene of the 
witches' caldron in Macbeth. 


"Wisdom should be grained by the 


lifting of a mysterious viel or a 
draught from an enchanted foun- 
tain rather than by studious de- 
sire to gain 
knowledge was for 


long a cherished fancy. 


"There is a popular idea that cer- 


tain people are gifted with extra- 
ordinary powers not bestowed to the 
common throng and from this the- 
ory arise the terms, medicine man, 
medium, and go between. 
Witch- 


craft was a direct outcome of this 
belief. 
"There are many occult practices 


and beliefs which are now relegat- 
ed to the museum of'mental curi- 
osity which are looked upon with 
interest and incredulity in modern 
days but so often are ancient ideas 
correlated with preosnt trends _ of 
thought and action, .that occultism 
must have respectful attention.

Monarchy to Democracy in Industry at the university gymnas- 
ium.

Now March 
1st it will turn the roads back to private control and continue to 
guarantee profits to the roads for two years longer.
